MOSCOW — President Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev, saying he was trying to 
avert a national “catastrophe,” on 
Tuesday proposed a_ nationwide 
moratorium on strikes, rallies and 
demonstrations. 

Gorbachev’s proposal came as he 
grappled with growing challenges to 
his authority. Striking coal miners 
kept up demands for his resignation, 
Byelorussians called for a general 
strike, and lawmakers in Georgia de- 
claret independence for their repub- 
ic, 

“We face the danger of economic 
collapse,” Gorbachev told the Federa- 
tion Council, consisting of top na- 
tional officials and the leaders of the 
15 Soviet republics. 

“Today we have to act together, not 
separately, to unite all the forces of 
society, to forget about all disputes. 
We have to act so as not to allow our 
country to (fall into) a catastrophe,” 
he said in an impassioned appeal that 
was broadcast in part on national tele- 
vision, 

Gorbachev proposed the morato- 
rium as part of a package of “anti-cri- 
sis measures,” including a new Union 
Treaty to hold the republics together. 

Presidential spokesman Vitaly Ig- 
natenko said Gorbachev proposed “a 
moratorium on all strikes, demon- 
strations, public meetings and other 
political acts that may destabilize the 
situation in the country.”

gorbachev proposes strike ban 


It was unclear whether Gorbachev 
was urging the Supreme Soviet legis- 
lature to outlaw strikes and street 
protests, or seeking voluntary re- 
straint from disgruntled workers. 

Asked by reporters whether the 
president wanted a legal ban on such 
activities, Ignatenko said: “The 
mechanism for implementing the 
president’s proposal has not been dis- 
cussed.” 

Despite a three-week ban on rallies 
in Moscow, an estimated 100,000 peo- 
ple marched through the city on 
March 28 in support of Gorbachev’s 
rival, Russian leader Boris N. 
Yeltsin. 

The Soviet legislature ordered 
striking miners back to work last 
month, but the walkout has grown to 
involve up to 300,000 of the nation’s 
1.2 million coal workers. 
~ Although Gorbachev offered last 
week to doubled their wages, they 
continue to insist that he step down 
and transfer power to the 15 restive 
republics, 

The strike has cut into production 
by steel mills and other heavy indus- 
try. “We have practically no reserves 
to provide for normal functioning of 
enterprises related to coal mining,” 
Ignatenko said. 

Neither the president nor his 
spokesman had immediate public re- 
action to the declaration by lawmak- 
ers in Georgia, which on Tuesday be- 
came the fourth republic to proclaim 
independence.

Allies send supplies to Kurdish refugees

IN NORTHERN IRAQ — Iraq’s 
premier said Tuesday his nation will 
fight calls for establishing a Kurdish 
refuge in his country, but a Kurd 
leader said rebels favor a European 
plan for a U.N.-protected enclave in 
northern Iraq. 

The United States, Britain and 
France flew supply missions to the 


‘mile-long lines of refugees backed up 


along mountain trails and passes near 
the Turkish and Iranian borders. 
About 1 million had reportedly al- 
ready crossed the border to safety. 
Prime Minister Saadoun Hammadi 
said Iraq will oppose “by all means” 
the plan for a Kurdish enclave. He 
said in remarks carried by the official 
Iraqi News Agency that Western na- 
tions were guilty of “fabricating this 


(refugee). problem and- exaggerating 


It,” 

Hammadi said Iraq had already 
taken steps to solve the problem, in- 
cluding offering amnesty to Kurdish 
rebels and_ transportation for 
refugees who want to return home. 

“Traq’s statement says everything 
about its contempt for human life,” 
Britain’s Foreign Office said in re- 


sponse to the Iraqi remarks. 


International support grew Tues- 
day for the enclave proposed by 
British Prime Minister John Major. 
The plan was endorsed Monday by 
the European Community, backed by 
Turkey and Australia and is to be dis- 
cussed Tuesday by the U.N. Security 
Council. 

Masoud Barzani, leader of the Kur- 
distan Democratic Party, termed the 
refuge plan “a big humanitarian and 


political step forward” and said the

Soviet troops begin 
pullout from Poland

BORNE-SULINOWO, Poland — 
A train carried away Soviet missile 
launchers and 60 soldiers from a for- 
merly top-secret military base Tues- 
day, beginning the Red Army’s with- 
drawal from Poland. 

But Polish and Soviet negotiators 
remained at odds over when the rest 
of the Soviet Union’s 50,000 soldiers 
would leave. Their departure will end 
a deployment that started 47 years 
ago when the Red Army chased out 
the German occupiers and then 
stayed on to prop up a series of pro- 
Moscow governments. 

During months of tense negotia- 
tions, Poland has demanded all the 
Soviet troops be pulled out by the end 
of this year, as is planned for Hungary 
and Czechoslovakia. The Soviets say 
they will not vacate Poland before the 
end of 1993. 

The troop train pulled away in 
pouring rain at 11 a.m. after a cere- 
mony that included speeches by So- 
viet and Polish generals, and a Soviet 
garrison band playing the Soviet and 
Polish national anthems.

Soviet Gen. Viktor Dubynin, com- 
mander of the Northern Forces 
group, told the members of the 
Guards Missile Brigade they had 
guaranteed “the independence of 
Poland.” 

“Our mission has been completed 
successfully,” he added. 

The only Polish presence was 50 
soldiers from a nearby Polish garrison 
and a three-member parliamentary 
delegation, including Sen. Andrzej 
Szezypiorski, a well-known writer 
who long opposed the. Soviet-backed 
Communist regime in Poland. 

“I never believed I would see this 
day,” he told reporters after shaking 
hands with the soldiers boarding the 
train. Feelings were mixed about the 
pullout among Poles living near the 
54-mile-wide base, which grew up in 
northwest Poland around a small 
World War II German barracks into 
one of the largest military training 
areas in Europe. 

But Zygmund Lichwa, the Polish 
railway official in charge of the troop 
train, said: “Each country has its own 
army, which looks after its own bor- 
ders. That is the way it should be.”

NEW YORK — Stories that confronted such social ills as rape and child 
abuse were among the 1991 Pulitzer Prize winners in journalism Tuesday. 

The Des Moines (Iowa) Register won the public service prize for a series 
about Nancy Ziegenmeyer, a courageous rape victim who volunteered to have 
her name made public. 

Child abuse or neglect was examined by the Los Angeles Times, the St. 
Petersburg (F la.) Times and Gannett News Service. 

Pulitzer Prize winners in the arts included John Updike for “Rabbit at 
Rest,” fiction, and Neil Simon for “Lost in Yonkers,” drama. 
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than any other news organization; the Post has 23. 

In Des Moines, Ziegemeyer was inspired to come forward after a Register 
column said keeping rape victims’ names secret reinforced the canard that 
somehow the victim is at fault. 

The resulting series, reported by Jane Shorer, gave details of the rape and 
described its effect on Ziegemeyer’s life. It prompted widespread reconsider- 
ation of the traditional media practice of concealing rape victims’ identities. 


Oats reduce cholesterol, study confirms 


WASHINGTON — Oat bran and oatmeal have passed additional tests to 
prove they are effective agents in reducing cholesterol, according to a study 
published Tuesday in the Journal of the American Medical Association. 

The research is among several recent projects that took a second look at oats 
after a report last year criticized earlier findings as scientifically inadequate. 

The new study said people with high cholesterol experienced up to a 15 
percent drop in their cholesterol level, with a diet containing no more than 30 
percent fat and including 2 ounces of oat bran daily. 

This study determined the actual dose one needs to experience a drop in 
cholesterol, said Dr. Michael Davidson, medical director of the Chicago Center 
for Clinical Research. 

He said it showed that a person’s cholesterol goes up again if he stops eating 
oat bran, even while sticking to a low-fat diet. 

“His study has all the adequate monitoring,” said Dr. Joseph Keenan, of the 
University of Minnesota Medical School. 


FCC rules on what makes a commercial 


WASHINGTON — Popular children’s TV shows like “Teenage Mutant 
Ninja Turtles” would be deemed commercials if replicas of the characters were 
advertised during the program, according to rules adopted Tuesday by the 
Federal Communications Commission. 

Under the new guidelines, such shows would exceed federal limits on the 
amount of commercial time in children’s programs. 

Congress last year limited the number of commercials on children’s TV 
shows to 10 1/2 minutes for each hour of weekend programming and 12 minutes 
an hour on weekdays. 

Shows aimed at viewers under 16 years old are children’s programs, the 
FCC says. 

Children’s advocacy groups said the FCC didn’t go far enough in adopting 
rules to carry out the Children’s Television Act of 1990. A media research 
group said the regulations still must withstand a First Amendment challenge 
in court. The commission “fulfilled what Congress expected” in developing the 
‘rules, but could have gone further, said Peggy Charren of Action for Chil- 
dren’s Television. The regulations take effect Oct. 1. 


Jockey’s car crash linked to alcohol 


COVINA, Calif. — Bill Shoemaker, racing’s winningest jockey, was in 
serious condition and partially paralyzed Tuesday following a car accident in 
which authorities said he was under the influence of alcohol. 

Shoemaker, whose career as a rider ended with his retirement last year, 
suffered a fracture dislocation of his neck and paralysis to undisclosed parts of 
his body in the Monday night accident, said Inter-Community Medical Center 
spokesman Dennis Richards, reading from a statement by Shoemaker’s wife. 

Shoemaker, who earlier was listed in critical condition, was transferred 
Tuesday afternoon to Centinela Hospital Medical Center, a facility known for 
its expertise in sports medicine and orthorpedic surgery. Richards said Shoe-

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U.N. creates peacekeeping force for gulf 


UNITED NATIONS — The U.N. Security Council on Tuesday voted 
unanimously to establish a 1,440-member peacekeeping force to monitor the 
Iraq-Kuwait border and the withdrawal of allied forces from southern Iraq. 

The 15-member council delayed its formal declaration of a cease-fire in the 
war until Iraq delivers a report of its National Assembly’s acceptance of the 
onerous U.N. terms for a permanent cease-fire. A formal end to the war was 
expected to be announced Wednesday. 

Under the permanent cease-fire resolution, adopted by the council last 
Wednesday, Iraq must scrap its weapons of mass destruction and pay heavy 
war reparations. Iraq sent a 23-page letter accepting the resolution Saturday. 

The composition of the peacekeeping force has not been announced by the 
secretary-general, but it is expected to include U.S., British, Chinese, French 
and Soviet military officers as observers. 

The deployment date was not set. The force is expected to cost $123 million 
in the first year. It will be financed with voluntary contributions. . 


LDS series looks at abuse 


More than 300 radio stations carry programs

Nearly one million children are 
abused each year. In response to this 
and other crises, The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints has pro- 
duced a series of radio programs 
called “Times and Seasons,” said 
Gerry Pond, managing director of the 
Radio News and Feature Service of 
the LDS Church. 

The series is a public affairs pro- 
gram that deals with important moral 
and social issues in today’s world, 
Pond said. 

The programs have played on more 
than 300 radio stations across the 
country, including KSL Radio and 
several Provo stations, Pond said. 

The programs focus on areas of na- 
tional concern, not just those issues 
that affect people in Salt Lake City or 
Utah County, Pond said. 

Thirteen programs have already 
been made, and production on an ad- 


‘ditional 18 is now underway, Pond 


said. 
Topics include pornography, to- 

bacco use, marriage values and adop- 

tion. 

“The topics are things the Church 
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feels need to be addressed and dis- 
cussed,” Pond said. 

One such topic is child abuse. Of the 
one million children abused each year, 
2,000 to 5,000 will die, Pond said. 

There are two aspects of child 
abuse, said Ann Horton, a guest on 
the program. 

“It’s definitely going to be painful 
and it’s going to be intentional,” she 
said. 

Ninety-eight percent of child abuse 
is perpetrated by someone the child 
knows, Pond said. 

“An alarming 92 percent involve 
the child’s natural, step- or foster- 
parent,” Pond said. 

Pond advises those who have been 
abused to “get it out in the open.” 

Lynn Wardle, a national legal ex- 
pert on child abuse, said child abuse is: 
not.an easy area of law. 

In many cases, it is up to the judge 
to determine what is child abuse, 
Wardle said. 

The judge may make his decision 
based on cultural values that do not 
apply to the victim, he said. 

For example, a white, Anglo-Saxon 
judge may think someone has been 
abused, but when seen in the context 
of a black person’s culture, there was 
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really no abuse done, Wardle said. 

Horton divided the causes of child 
abuse into five categories. 

The first two categories are genetic 
and psychological makeup. These two 
combine for a total of only about 10 
percent of child abuse cases, Horton 
said. 

The last three causes, and those 
found most frequently in child 
abusers, are cultural, interactional 
and stress related. 

The Utah Division of Family Ser- 
vices reported that more than 7,600 
child abuse or neglect investigations 
were conducted in Utah between 1981 
and 1988. 

In 1990, reported child abuse cases 
in Utah County alone totaled 1,911. 

Child abuse cases have increased 
223 percent since 1976, Horton said. 

While that shows a dramatic in- 
crease, the fact is more cases are be- 
ing reported than were reported pre- 
viously, she said.

BYU student studies walking, scoliosis

A BYU researcher hopes his new 
project will explain some of the rea- 
sons for scoliosis in children between 
the ages of 10 and 14. 

Sid Palmer, a graduate student in 
zoology, will begin a study soon to 
evaluate the way teen-agers walk 
during their developing years. 

Palmer thinks there might be a con- 
nection between walking patterns 
and scoliosis, a disease which affects 
the spine. 

People with scoliosis develop a 
bend in their spine for which their 
body tries to compensate. When this 
happens, the bones of the spine that 
run down the center of the back take 
on an S-shape. 

Specifically he hopes to find rea- 
sons for juvenile idiopathic scoliosis, 
the types of scoliosis in adolescents. 
These types of scoliosis are different 
because they cannot be shown to be 
caused by things like one leg being 
shorter than another or carrying a 
book bag on one shoulder. 

Palmer said he will be using a ma- 
chine called an electrodynograph, 
which measures pressure on several 
parts of the feet and how they change 


as a person walks. The machine is 
being loaned to BYU by the Langer 
company, its manufacturer. Specifi- 
cally, Palmer will be looking more at 
what happens when both feet are in 
contact with the ground and support- 
ing the body. 

Palmer said he started looking at 
what the electrodynograph does and 
thinking about some of the classes he 
has had dealing with scoliosis and be- 
came interested in doing a project on 
it. 

The electrodynograph is used pri- 
marily in the development of artificial 
limbs and orthotics. 

The Langer company’s interest is 
probably related to expanding the use 
of the electrodynograph in doing re- 
search and possible development of 
its use in early diagnosis of scoliosis, 
Palmer said. | 

If his research shows a connection 
between walking and _ scoliosis, 
Palmer believes it might aid in early 
diagnosis of scoliosis before signs visi- 
ble from the outside begin to show. It 
may also be used to help develop new 
methods of treatment. 

“Harly diagnosis is the name of the 
game in scoliosis,” Palmer said. 

Don Pennington, an assistant 
working on the project, said he be-

ject takes place and the procedures 
involved. Pennington also said he has 
scoliosis and hopes he might be able to 
apply some of the things learned to 
himself. ee 

Palmer and his research assistants 
are looking for children between the 
ages of 10 and 14 years old. 

They need at least 36 people who 
have already been diagnosed as hav- 
ing scoliosis. 

At least 36 people who do not have 
scoliosis are needed for the control 
group, which will be tested to provide 
information to compare with those 
who do have scoliosis. 

All participants who will be se- 
lected for the control group will be 
screened similarly to the way schools 
sereen for scoliosis. Participants will 
be asked to bend forward so their 
spine can be observed for signs of sco- 
liosis, Palmer said. 

Testing will involve small sensors 


about the shape of a dime being at- . 


tached to the feet of the participant. 
The participant will then be asked to 
walk. While walking the sensors send 
information to a unit about the size of 
a portable cassette player on the par- 
ticipant’s belt. 


The process takes about 15 minutes 
and is harmless, Palmer said. 

Participants will only have to wear 
the device for the 15 minutes they are 
being tested. 

Dave Richards, an assistant work- 
ing on the project majoring in exer- 
cise physiology, said his interest in 
the bio-mechanics being studied 
helped get him involved. 

Palmer also has two other assis- 
tants working with him on the scolio- 
sis project, Don Ririe and Dave 
Schilens. © 

Palmer hasn’t decided on the loca- 


tion of testing but said participants © 


will be notified. 

Those interested in participating 
can reach Palmer by calling 378-5676 
and leaving a message on his phone 
mail box. : 

Testing should begin in June or 
July, but Palmer said he hopes partic- 
ipants will call in soon.

The ques- 
tionnaire is taken individually, and 
the couple’s scores are then compared 
to show agreement and disagreement 
on different issues. It is self-explana- 
tory, easy to understand and allows 
the couple to talk about key issues 
before they get married, Larson said. 

“People underestimate the adjust- 
ments,” Larson said. “It takes more 
than love and a similar religion to 
make it work.” 

In spite of the challenges, Larson 
said people in their first year of mar- 
riage have many positive factors in 
their favor, especially BY U students. 

“Commitment is high, romance is 
high. People are more committed to 
the eternal nature of marriage,” Lar- 
son said. When problems do occur, 
young couples “have a lot of energy 
and a lot of resources” in solving 
them. Therapy can be quite effective 
because they are more open to change 
- than older couples. 

Ryan said his experience has made 
him more aware of the value of mar- 
riage.

We hate to revisit an issue we dealt with just two weeks ago, but

In an essay in last week’s Time magazine, Barbara Ehrenreich

~ “Both sides would be well advised to cicltehys up. The. advocates of 
multiculturism need to regain the sense of humor that enabled their 
predecessors in the struggle to coin the term P.C. years ago — not in 
arrogance but in self-mockery,” she wrote. 

Self-mockery is a powerful tool to accomplish many things. Not only 
does the ability to laugh at ourselves express a confidence in who we 
are, but it is also a way to help others understand us, and it feels good. 
It is acommodity that is becoming rare. 

Even at BYU, it is getting harder to find. 

About five weeks ago, a student helping BYUSA organize Tues- 
day’s Unforum called a Daily Universe student-employee and asked 
him to write a skit. The skit was to be a Saturday Night Live-type 
newscast — a parody of the top news stories of the school year. The 
Universe employee agreed to write the script, and he was told it would 
have to be approved by BY USA representatives. 

After the script was sent to BY USA for approval, its author was not 
surprised to hear that parts had been rejected. He was, however, 
surprised to see the type of “selective censorship” that had been used. 
He was told that while he could make fun of things like the “U of U, 
Dan Quayle, Geneva Steel or cold fusion” he had to let alone anything 
that dealt directly with the Church and BYUSA. 

Parody news stories about George Bush, the Persian Gulf War and 
The Daily Universe were approved, while stories about an 18-stake 
fireside, the Dress and Grooming Code, BY USA Selections and Paul 


Dunn were questioned or rejected. 


An example: “This year, BYUSA Selections provided head-spin- 
ning controversy, nail-biting excitement and gut-wrenching anxiety. 
But only if you were an intramural football referee. Fearing that a win 
for Lanny Brown would open season on referees, several of the refs 
leaked — no, gushed — information to The Daily Universe about 
Lanny’s assault on a football referee. 

“In his defense, Lanny said the scriptures do indeed justify an 
occasional assault and battery. Eugene England immediately took 


issue.’ 


At least part of this excerpt was approved —a BYUSA adviser told 
the author that it was okay to make fun of Eugene England but not to 


make fun of Lanny Brown. 


While meeting with the BYUSA adviser, the script’s author was 
told that a compromise could probably be worked out. The author was 
concerned that the selective censorship would continue so he asked 
that the script be pulled from the Unforum’s program. He could not 
believe that he had been told, in not so many words: “We can laugh at 


other people, but not at ourselves.” 


What is the Unforum for if it not to laugh at ourselves and our 

campus community? Even if we go the entire year without cracking a 
smile at our own expense, the Unforum is our chance to do just that. 

We hope that we are not marking the end of self-mockery at BYU. If 


we a laugh at ourselves; maybe we shouldn't laugh at all.

Words and silence both have con- 
sequences. No. group of people — 
unless it be the diplomatic fraternity

have consequences — often long-

not to remain diplomatically silent 
concerning the cartoon comment (3 
April 1991) by The Daily Universe 
on the business of Nu Skin Interna- 
tional, Inc., which I recently joined 
as managing director (Interna- 
tional). 

If one doubts that well-inten- 
tioned utterances can have disas- 
trous consequences, consider the re- 
port in this morning’s papers (4 
April 1991) that an LDS Church 
writer and current mission president 
in Thailand now faces charges of “de- 
faming” the locally dominant religion 
because he suggested that Buddhist 
monks did not necessarily under- 
stand the prayers they chanted; that 
uncomprehended prayer could 
hardly be efficacious. Mild enough, 
one might think, and surely an ex- 
pression of the writer’s own consci- 
entious view. Nonetheless, the con- 
sequence of his words is that he is 
now threatened with a year in jail. 

I respect the forthrightness of The 
Daily Universe editors in admitting 
that the paper had “implied that 
Provo-based Nu Skin was involved 
in illegal activity. The Daily Uni- 
verse regrets the implication.” 

For years, Nu Skin and others 
have carefully explained (as the Fed- 


eral Trade Commission has af- 
firmed) that a system of compensat- 
ing distributors which is based 
wholly on product volumes sold (and 
from which payments for the act of 
recruiting sub-distributors are to- 
tally absent) does not fit anyone’s 


: definition of a “pyramid scheme.” 


The parties might consider their 
responsibilities: 

The cartoonist must understand 
that suggesting “pyramid scheme” 
in this content is a bit like shouting 
“fire” in a crowded theater. Free 
speech isn’t the issue. This is an ac- 
cusation that Nu Skin has engaged in 
criminal conduct. 

Student editors must understand 
that “freedom of the press” insists 
upon an absence of “prior restraint,” 
but insists also that authors and pub- 
lishers both bear responsibility for 
libels actually published. You get to 
express your views — and to answer 
for them! 

Brigham Young University must 
comprehend that the institution also 
stands exposed once student-artist, 
author, editor views have been ex- 
pressed in a paper sponsored by the 
University. The Philadelphia In- 
quirer understands this very well 
now that it has been required to pay 
seven-figure compensation to 
Richard Spraque, a district attorney 
whom its staff had wrongfully ac- 
cused of corrupt and unlawful acts. 

One might think the cartoon 
clever, but “pyramid scheme” is not 
a phrase one utters lightly. I can be- 
lieve that the student cartoonist sim- 
ply did not understand the signifi- 
cance of the words he was playing 
on. We all learn from experience, 
and strive not to repeat mistakes.

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By far the most interesting of the 
current batch of films is Merchant- 
Ivory‘s “Mr. and Mrs. Bridge,” which 
is essentially a feminist indictment of 
patriarchy masquerading as a charac- 
ter study about one family’s domestic 
crises in the 1940’s.

There are few effecting moments, 
although a scene of Woodwards’ cha- 
grin at her son’s refusal to kiss her at a 
scout mother/son affair is touching. 

The intrigue is rather detached and 

intellectual. Screenwriter Ruth Jhab- 
vala seems more obsessed with ex- 
posing the sins of patriarchy rather 
than telling the story of a relation- 
ship, so the film finally emerges as a 
series of episodes of various emo- 
tional climes that demonstrate the 
abuse and repression of women, 
rather than a full-bodied character 
study. 
_ At the mercy of such an agenda, 
Woodward and Newman have their 
moments, but it is Danner who steals 
scenes as Grace, India Bridge’s 
dearest friend, who finds herself un- 
able to escape the tediousness of emo- 
tional suppression in prattle or booze, 
and comes apart. 

As heavy-handed as it is however, 
“Mr. and Mrs. Bridge” is a painful but 
worthwhile look at the past — a sort 
of revisionist “Mrs. Miniver.” 

A similar study of sexual roles is 
attempted comically in “He Said, She 
Said.” It is a less entertaining, but 
equally interesting effect due to its 
unintentional blunders. 

Supposedly this is the “Pat and 
Mike-ish” love story concerning two 
struggling newspaper. reporters, 
Kevin Bacon and Elizabeth Perkins, 
who audition to write a daily editorial 
column and are both hired for the job, 
ee A opposing sides on the issues at 

and. 


Despite the combative nature of 
their column — and later, television 
show (which is very reminiscent of 
the Dan Ackroyd/Jane Curtain bit on 
“Saturday Night Live”) — the two 
are overcoming her independence and 
his,penchant for making several girls 
at oncé fallin love with him — but can 
the two commit? 

The gimmick — which is also the 
film’s major problem — is that the 
first hour tells the story from Bacon’s 
view, and the second tells it from 
Perkins’ view. 

The bizarre ramifications are ex- 
tensive and unexpected. First, by 
choosing to show Bacon’s view first, 
the audience is bored through 
Perkins’ version, despite a few short- 
cuts. Second, and most strange, while 
the first version presents Bacon as a 
flagrant womanizer, it also conveys

Perkins’ feisty feminism slowly melt- 
ing is also deftly handled. 

Both of the characters come out as 
winners, which brings up the ques- 
tion of why the second episode is even 
necessary.

Sumptu- 
ously mounted, it is a faithful rendi- 
tion of Rostand’s classic which hangs 
on one’s acceptance (or not) of Depar- 
dieu’s bravado; either you will buy 
him as an overblown, obnoxious blow- 
hard who masks a quiet inner suffer- 
ing, or you will — like myself — find 
him simply an obnoxious blowhard. 

The latter stance makes one nearly 
incapable of caring about his endless 
years of suffering as Roxanne’s secret 
lover who writes letters for a hand- 
some dolt. 

And after the dolt’s death, one also 
doesn’t care that Bergerac spends no 
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ments is the place for you. You'll enjoy the outdoor activities as 
well as the spacious private bedrooms. And everything is at a 
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less than 14 years suffering quietly 
again while Rox sews quilt in a nun- 
nery. Of course one does start caring 
that the movie could have been 
shorter. 

But aside from this, I found Depar- 
dieu much more touching as “Jean de- 
Florette” and Jose Ferrer far more 
endearing in his Oscar-winning 1950 
portrayal of “Cyrano.”

An agreement was 
reached early Monday, but it was too 
late to prevent substitutes from 
working most opening day games. 


“It’s a day I’ll never forget,” said 
Harvey. 

Yankee slugger Don Mattingly 
came sliding into second base on a 
steal attempt in the first inning and 
Harvey unhesitatingly called him 
safe. Tiger shortstop Alan Trammell, 
taking the throw, jumped up, stared 
at the ump and said, “Great call.” 

“It felt good on that first play with 
Trammell saying ‘Great call,” Har- 
vey said. “Hey, he was letting me 
know I was doing my job. 

“We hustled out there. Nobody 
could tell we weren’t regular umps. I 
really didn’t have the butterflies even 
though there were 47,000 people 
watching to see if we’d blow one.” 

“Not only was I the only replace- 
ment guy who never went to ump 
school, I’m the only black,” Harvey 
said. 

He cited his experience in the de- 
funct Senior Professional Baseball 
League for providing him an opportu- 


nity to work in the majors. 

“A couple of general managers 
wrote and praised my work,” he said. 

“He was about as excited as a boy 
can get when they told him he was 
going,” said Oscar Merthie, 69, Har- 
vey’s grandfather.

“He has made progress every day, 
and I think he will be ready to play,” 
A’s manager Tony La Russa said af- 
ter watching Henderson work out 
Monday. “He is a great player and he 
knows what ready means.” 

Henderson, who has complained 
about the A’s refusal to renegotiate 
his contract, was noncommittal. 

“We will see,” he said: 

Henderson, last season’s American 
League MVP, has had plenty of base- 
stealing opportunities thanks to his 
hitting ability.

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ACLU, Utah call truce on abortion bill

Utah’s strict new anti-abortion law 
has been put on hold. 

Attorneys representing Utah and 
the American Civil Liberties Union 
temporarily settled their disputes 
and agreed to wait for the constitu- 
tionality of the law to be challenged in 
federal court. The Supreme Court is 
not expected to make a ruling for 
more than a year. 

Utah’s new abortion law would vir- 
tually outlaw most elective abortions 
except in the cases of rape, incest or 


endangerment to the life of the 
mother or fetus. 

“Abortions in Utah will continue as 
they always have since 1974,” said 
Cortney Sanders, a pro-life sup- 
porter. “ACLU members claim 
Utah’s abortion law could allow 
women obtaining abortions to be 
prosecuted for murder,” Sanders 
said. 

According to a 1983 murder law, 
the intentional killing of an unborn 
child constitutes murder. 

This law if unamended, could be 
applied to women obtaining an illegal 
abortion.
